THE IfOUllTEESTH AMENDMENT 


At the last grand free distribution 


of the Keep Well Exercises which A 
modestly dcsig-nate as the Brady Sym- 
phony, a veritable army wrote in for 
copies. I wonder how many o* them 
are still playing the symphony on 
the old metabolism?' A .considerable 
number o£ those who wanted copies 
asked for the "revised". symphony; 
The revised score hasn't been pub- 
lished. I have merely added two new 
movements, No. lo, which I described 
in the last talk on tlic su-o;ect, and 
No. 14, which I shall describe now.

The h,oitso roads committee reported- 


o.ut a pood roa'ds bill. The bill carries 
an appropriation (or 
roads for -the 


next -fiscal year of 1023, of fC3.000.000, 
and J75.000.000 for 1924. 
Tho com'- 


mitteo did not 50 beyond that period' 
as .they are very anxioua(to increase, 
the appropriation and hope that flnan-. 
cial, conditions in the country will be! 
such that they can Increase It beyond 
that amount in the following year. 


The bill also reduces the amount of 


cooperation.in the federal government 
construction . of roads to ""$12,500 a 
mile forrtho year 1923 and.flO.OOO a 
mile for .10:4. This will then brine 
tho federal co-operation back to the 
amount that was in vogue before the 
war. 
This bill also carries a provi- 


sion that tho government can pay 50. 
per cent, of the cost of underground 
passage or overhead railroad cro«j- 
insrs on the 
main 
highways. 
The 


congress feels that the elimination ot 
these railroad crossings is a very im- 
portant factor.and believes that the 
.federal government should 
co-oper- 


ate in a very substantial way in their 
elimination.

Field of Seeding and Old Al- 


falfa Field Destroyed 


by Cold.

Many fields of seeding and old fields 


of altalfa have been destroyed by the 
Bovero winter. The ice and cold were 
so severe at times that only tho most 
hardy strains ot alfalfa wore able to 
survive tho winter. Lack of snow is 
one of the reasons. 
Tho farmer of Rock county is con- 


fronted with the proposition of sup- 
plying protein feed for his dairy herd 
the coming winter. Soy beans are an 
excellent crop to supply an abundance 
of hay similar to alfalfa and .clover. 
They may ba sown at the rate of on<? 
to one and one-half bushels per acre 
about corn planting time. 
The soy bean Is susceptible to being 


destroyed by frost and should not bo 
planted until all danger of late frost 
is over. 
• . 
Another excellent emergency hay 


'crop is oats and Canadian field peas. 
These should bo put in as early ID 
tho spring: as possible and should be 
sown at tho rate of one bushel of 
peas to a bushel and a half of 'oats. 
Both of tho above crops are rich in 
protein and are very 
palatable 
to 


; COWS. 
Jn case a clover Held has been only 


partially destroyed, it is a jrood plan 
to drill In oats, thereby getting'a fair 
hay crop in spite- of the clover being 
destroyed. Some partially destroyed 
alfalfa fields, may bo rejuvenated by 
disking, with the disk slightly turned 
no as not to; cut too deeply. A light 
•ceding of alfalfa, over the 
killed 


spots will usually- produce some hay.

I can raise my crops and take 


care of my life stock efficiently on 
a small scale, but when it comes to 
selling them I must deal •with many 
biff 
concerns 
-which 'know much 
more about marketing than I do. 
If I and my neighbors are organized 
on a big ecale we can meet the 
packers and flour millers and cot- 
ton 
manufacturers on their own 


ground and tho. bargains we make 
will be fair to everybody. The Farm 
Bureau which I join takes the lead 
in forming farmers' marketing or- 
ganizations which put tho farmer 
on an equality irr selling with all 
other business men. 


The Farm Bureau is looking 'out

interests through 
the 
state 
and 
national 
legislatures. 


'While I believe -that most of my 
problems should be solved by eco- 
nomic methods rather than political, 
there are some things which the. 
state can and should <Jo to benefit 
agriculture, because thereby 
the 
whole nation -will be benefited, A's 
an individual. I have neither the 
.Information- nor the influence to se- 
cure the passage of desira'blc laws, 
but as a member of the Farm Bu- 
Veau I have both. 


I am not foolish er.oucrh to think 
that my- own part in the Farm Bu- 
reau is done when I. pay my dues. 
When I employ men on the farm of 
anywhere else, I expect to supervise 
their 'work and do my own work as 
well or better than they. I raise 
good crops and live stock and I 
have'"' adopted 
the best 'rotation 


scheme I know of. I try to plan my 
farming to meet the demand and do 
not go on planting the same- acre- 
age of the same crop as a matter 
of habit. I keep in touch with all 
three branches of the Farm Bureau 
and te'.l my neighbors about the 
things they are accomplishing. 


A Selfish Benson. 


• Since1 the ' national organization 
receives only fifty cents of my an- 
nual dues and since the bulk of my 
dues is leCt for use in the county, I 
expect the work here at home to do 
me the most good. If It does not, 
then it is my'own fault, for I am 
right her? on the ground to super- 
vise it. 
I join the Farm Bureau for sel- 


fish, reasons, because I know it will 
pay me, bade much more than it 
costs, but I am g-lad that there Is 
an -unselfish side to it.

~Mnce the occurrence of one- of the 
world's p-reates castaatrophes—the 
sinklnjr of the Titanic, with a, loss 
of 1,5*9 livei—on April 15.

Rubber Is .not the sap of the rubber 
tree. It Is

"latex" 


found between corky outer bark and 
hard, thin inner tissue encasing- the 
wood. 
Tapping Is cutting the tree so the

Has that spare, that you have been 
carrying around so long, really any air in It? It will bo well to look this 


• up for sometimes a valve-plunger gets leaky or the tube splits without 


"iving notice 
It you have a power puiro a deflated spare Is not serious, 


but if you depend upon a hand pump and find, when dire need arises, 
that Its plunger Is so drv or Ha tubing so leaky that it -will not wort 
and'you are far from the hospitable service station, it Is another matter. 
Is your Jack—and Its handle—really in the car or was It left in tho 
Barage tie last time you "boosted up" the rear-end to equalize the brakes. 
It is possible to jack -up a car with a lenco rail and stones (if you can 
find them) but It is not convenient and It is no.t so easy as It used to be 
to borrow a Jack from tho passing motorist, who disregards your stop 
signal rearing It is another ."motor bandit" stunt. When, you cleaned 
out the tool box .iv.-hile ago, you didn't rail to replace the rim-wrench, did 
you' 0£ course, a rim can be "worried oft" with an ordinary wrench 


. but it takes time. Jn case o£ multiple tire trouble—and that Is the kind 


that generally comes—how about the spare tubes? Are they on board 
and are they sound or have they been ch&wed up by the uneasy tools 
in the tool box or become oilsoaked?
